Among all 
these, the League for Germendom Abro:.d, the German School League,

The maintenance of so tapy German schools, churches, newspopers of 
other institutions in the racial settlements of Gernan ancestry in 
foreign countries is due to its work, carried out for half a 
century, Whithout the waintenance of these institutions, large 
Gcraan recital groups, especially under the pressure of the post-war 
period, wovld h.ve porished as cultural fertilizer for for cign 
peoples. Unfortunately in past ycars, a certwin rcoserve among wide 
circles of the population wis noticeable with regard to the propa- 
genda work of the cbove named Nationcl League, and also restrictions 


by the authorities of its activities hcve not bcen lacking, However., 


e° appears to me cs an urgent duty of the Reich and the states 


{(Laender), not only to set aside such hindrances, but also to enable 
the League for Germandom Abroad to unfold the increased propaganda 
work in all spheres which it desires. also, the considcrstion for 
the went end misery of the time, and for the leck of work cnd bread 
within Getanny -cuset not to divert from the fect that the around 
50 tuillion Germans in foreign countrics (Auslandsdeutschc) outside 
of the presently contrectcd borders of the Reich are cn integral 
er of the ntire Geren people, an integral part which the Reich 
Ccbinet (Reichsregiecrung) is not eble to help economically, but 
whose cultural support through the Leegue priiirily concorned with 
this, the League for Gericndom abroad, it considers | an obligation 
to be realized. 
I should like accerdingly to direct the spocial attontion 
of the governuents of the st:tes (Leender) to the éctivity of the 
League for Germandox cbroed with the idea that it be accorded 
privileged treatront. It is prixerily the school grouns which 
carry on the propaganda work of the Leaguc, in which at the sane 
tine the cducation of the youth to putriotie thinking tckes place, 
cn education is above donouinetional cnd party difforenoes.I will 
therefore attach the grcatest value to the fact thet its school 
mevtings be accorded the greatest frecdon of action, and that the 
students b> allowed to wear insigniesof the League in the schools, 


I wouid expect en cffective enlivenumt of this work, if the

the neationa} convention of the League for Gcrmandom Abroad (VIA) 
always effects only groups, especiélly those from the higher schools 
I om honored therefore to refer the governnuents of the states 
(Laender) especially to the introduction of the "Day of the German 
School" (Fest der Deutschen Schule), so that the school outhorities 
may be induced to support this event and to facilitate the prepa- 
rations for the celebretions by special orders, as it has bsen 

done in Berlin. 

Beside the school work of the League of Germiendom Abroad, 
its general propagenda work cmong the public has assumed greater 
significance for the continuation of German national groups abroad 
in the same meesure in which, in view of the finencial situétion 
of the Reich and of the states (Laender), the possibility of 
grenting direct subsidies from the budget has become snallen Last 
year, with the aproval of the Prussian State Comzissioner for the 
Regulation of Relief Work, a collection took place in all Prussia 
and, despite the poor economic situation, has head gratifying 
results in view of the national awekening of the Geman people, 
so that the League almost succeeded to compensate for the con- 
siderable deercase of its other income. The requcst of the League 
t% enable it by recommendations to all the governma@ts of the 
states (Laender) to conduct this state collection bn the entire 


territory of the Reich, is accordingly most cordially seconded 
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by ric. The success of last year's collection was due to the 

fact that in Prussia the Oberpracsidenta, Regicrung sprcesida@ten 
and the Landracte have put thomselves at the sefvice of the cause 
in the most comicndable way. I would be arateful, if ell the 
governucnts of ths states (Lacnder) would now permit end further 
this state collection im the sae manner, I would appreciate 

an answer approving my preceding remarks and a report of my 


action already taken.
